New York, Oct. 18.—A verdict of 
guilty of granting rebates on sugar 
shipments was returned by a jury in 
ie United States court here yesterday 
gainst the New York Central Railroad 
company and and Frederick L. Pome­ 
roy, the company’s general traffic man­ 
ager. 
Sentence was deferred until Friday 
to permit the attorneys for the defense 
to file motions with the court. 
In discussing the jury’s verdict, Aus­ 
tin D. Fox, counsel for the defendants, 
placed the responsibility for the con­ 
viction of his clients upon public opin­ 
ion. 
“You can’t defend rebate cases in 
the present state of public opinion,” 
said he. 
According to the provisions of the 
Elkins act, under which the convictions 
were secured, the maximum penalty is 
a fine of $20,000. 
As both the Central 


and the personal defendant, Frederick j 
L. Pomeroy, are convicted by the de­ 
cision of the jury on all of the six 
counts charged in the indictment, the \ 
total fine for each can be $120,000.

A series of orders have been issued 
by the interstate commerce comm, sion 
relating chiefly to the construction of 
Section 6 of the recently enacted rail­ 
road rate law. In part the ruling fol­ 
lows: 
“Provisions of the act relative to 
the issuance of free tickets, free pass­ 
es, free transportation, or free cai- 
riages to employes of carriers apply 
only to persons who are actually in the 
service of the carriers and who nevote 
substantially all of their time to the 
work or business of such carriers. 
Land and immigration agents, unless 
they are bom fide and actual employes 
representative, 
or 
correspondence 
schools, agents or accinent or life in­ 
surance companies, agent oil or lubri­ 
cating companies etcetc are not with­ 
in the classes to which free or reduced 
rate be lawfully furnished. 
But the commission does not con­ 
strue the law as pre"' nting t he car­ 
riers from giving ec 
ry free trans­ 
portation to person.’ traveling over its 


lines solely for the purpose of tending 
to the business of or performing the 
duty imposed upon the carrier, nor 
from giving free carriage over its line 
to household and personal 
effects of 
an employee who is required to move 
from one place to the other at the in­ 
stance of or in the interest of the car­ 
rier by which he is employed. 
Nor does the commission construe 
the law as preventing the carrier fro m 
giving free or reduced rate carriage 
over its line to con 
etors for mater­ 
ial supplies and men 
or use in con 
st ruction, improvement 
or renewal 
work on the line of that carrier, pro 
vided such arrangements for free or 
reduced rate carriage is made for a 
part of rhe specifications upon which 
the contract is based and of the con­ 
tract itself 
Provisions of the act relative to the 
issuance of free or reduced rate tran­ 
sportation to ministers do not apply to, 
or include members 
of families of 
ministers.

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE

New York.—A letter baa Ween

The streets were full of 
Russian soldiers and Cossacks, and 
many families fled from their homes. 
I see that Iii the account of the end­ 
ing of the mutiny iu the American 
papers what is stated to have been 
the real determining cause is not men­ 
tioned. 
On one of the islands held 
by the mutineers were two large pow­ 
der magasines. 
One of these was 
struck by a shell from one of the men- 
(rf-war and exploded, causing 
great 
loss of life, aud if the second and 
much larger one had also been struck 
later the whole island would have been 
hip wa up aud a great part of Helsing­ 
fors also. 
A building close to it was 
struck by a ball and set on fire. upon 
which the mutineers hoisted the white 
flag aud capitulated.

was sitting by my open window, and 
it seemed to me as if a cannon had 
been fired off close to my head. Sofle. 
my maid, rushed in shortly after, say­ 
ing that many of the windows in the 
adjoining house had been shattered 
and that every one expected a second 
and worse explosion, when we should 
be all blown up, and urged me to fly 
at once. Hut I pointed out to her that 
I had nowhere to fly to and that the 
streets now were unsafe. Mr. Cooke,

A large supply of the 
different species of the plant has been 
sent to the department from the states 
In which it is found, principally Mon­ 
tana, and is undergoing a chemical 
analysis in the lavatories of the bo 
tan teal division. One form of the ex­ 
periments is the tests made on live 
animals. The poison is extracted from 
the weed and fed to a rabbit. The ef­ 
fect Is similar to that of intoxicants 
on human beings. For the next sev­ 
eral hours the rabbit finds itself on 
a glorious spree and Its antics are like 
those of a drunken man. 
Unable to 
keep its balance, and seeing double, 
the rabbit finally collapses complete­ 
ly and falls into a stupor, from which 
It awakes, maybe, with an awful head­ 
ache.

The Etiquette of the 
English Royal Household 


Glimpse of the M anner of Life of the Functionaries of the 
King and Queen 


The outside world knows very little 
of the Inner life, of the ordering and 
working of the vast machinery of the 
English royal household, which must 
indeed go with clocklike precision to 
insure that 
absence of confusion 
which is absolutely imperative. There 
are several hundred persons on the 
staff, each one of whom has a clearly 
defined duty, from which he seldom 
deviates, for court etiquette, taken on 
the whole, is precise and formal, and 
many observances which prevailed in 
previous generations still hold good, 
the same things, in fact, being done 
in the same way. 
There are several departments ap­ 
pertaining to their majesties’ house­ 
holds, the head of each one being re­ 
sponsible to the monarchs for the due 
performance of duty by every Indi­ 
vidual under his or her authority, and 
there are offices which are depart­ 
ments in themselves. 
Needless to 
say, each responsible person must pos­ 
sess the highest qualifications for his 


The master of ceremonies, anethol 
great official, really comes very little 
upon the scene, except at state func 
lions; but it is his special province 
to introduce to his majesty visiting 
or newly appointed ambassadors and 
other persons of great note. 
Each monarch has a private sec­ 
retary, whose duty it is to open all 
correspondence and deal with it, the 
only exception being such as have 
the hall-mark of relationship or the

On the other 
1 nand. many of the cattlemen hold that 
sheep are less apt to become locoed 
when regularly salted than when they 
eat large quantities of alkali,

the large majority are of the opinion 
that there Is no connection between 
loco and alkali. 
Experts in botany believe that the 
most reliable observations of the dis 
•ase indicate that it is the result of 
the animals consuming certain weeds. 
The disease assumes either an active 
sr chronic form. 
In the active form 
the animal lives only 
a few days, 
while In the chronic form it may live 
for two or three years and manifest 
the same symptoms in a milder de­ 
gree.

But there are numbers of oth­ 
ers who take their turns in very' act­ 
ive duties, these being lords-in-waiting, 
grooms-in-waiting, esquerries. maids 
of-honor. and 
women of 
the 
bed­ 
chamber. 
The lords-in waiting and 
the esquerries are in close attend 
ance on the king, the esquerries also 
riding on each side of his majesty’s 
carriage in state processions. 
These 
gentlemen may be called upon to help 
receive distinguished guests at the 
castle or palace, or receive alone those 
of lesser standing, and in many in­ 
stances cpnduct guests to 
assigned 
apartments. 
A lord-in-waiting would 
receive a bishop or a nobleman 
of 
high degree, while commoners would 
be received by an equerry. 
And the 
degree of rank regulates whether a 
guest should be met at the station, 
the palace entrance, or merely re­ 
ceived in a saloon. 
The same rule applies to her ma­ 
jesty's household, save 
that 
Hon. 
Charlotte Knolly**, woman of the bed 
chamber, who is always in attend 
ance on the queen, does the major 
part of the reception of her majesty’s 
lady visitors. 
Miss Knollys also does 
much of the queen’s correspondence. 
at any rate that of a personal nature, 
while some of the other is done by 
the maidsof-honor, who 
also 
wait 
upon the queen. 
These young ladies 
have to undergo very special training 
to fit them for their posts. 
They mast 
be fluent linguists, accomplished mu 
sicians (a part of their duty being 
to sing and play to her m ajesty),good 
elocutionists (as they are often 
re­ 
quested to read aloud), expert horse 
women, and clever drivers, and must 
have a knowledge of a variety of out­ 
door and indoor accomplishments and 
games. 
They are also occasionally 
deputed to pay visits which the queen 
cannot pay in person, and they have 
certain duties with regard to her 
majesty’s purchases.
